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Farm Labor Lack Actually May Become Serious Threat

Pickaway County farm oper­ 
ators this week were pondering 
a serious threat—far more acute 
than the same problem 
which 
faced them during tVorld War II. 
It is the labor shortage. 
Mate and national labor spe­ 
cialists believe the American 
farmer, despite all 
the 
m e­ 
chanical aids at his fingertips, 
may have a rough row to hoe. 
The “ most serious farm labor 
shortage 
that Ohio agriculture 
has ever experienced’* has been 
predicted for 1951 by officials of 
the Ohio Furm Labor Advisory 
Board of the Bureau of Unem­ 
ployment Compensation. 
Luke Beckman, new president 
of the organization, and Walter 
Seheici, outgoing president, join­ 
ed in expressing the opinion. The 
organization is c o m p o s e d of 
more than 20 key agricultural 
growers and canners in Ohio.

RECKMAN SAID the l a b o r 
shortage will be caused by tw’o 
major reasons: 
“ First, a IO percent increase 
in agricultural production which 
is expected, mainly in tomatoes, 
beets, apples and potatoes. This 
will 
require a 20 percent 
in­ 
crease in labor. 
“On the other hand, .nroaris of 
the draft and expansion in 
in­ 
dustry. mainly defense industry, 
will be siphoning off manpower 
currently available.” 
The board agreed to work for 
passing of legislation by C o n ­ 
gress to enable the importation 
of foreign agricultural laborers. 
Beckman emphasized, how­ 
ever, that the board first want­ 
ed the entire local labor sup­ 
ply exhausted. 
Manpower has been the riddle 
in the farm outlook in 
recent 
months. Reports from Washing­ 
ton since the beginning of the Ko­ 
rean affair have been surprising­ 
ly optimistic. Last Summ er gov­ 
ernment officials repeatedly as­ 
sured the public: “There is no 
food shortage. There w’on't be.” 
The farmer quite logically took 
this new’s to mean he need not 
increase production much above 
his current level. 
Now a different note is sound­ 
ed. Farmers hear such groups 
as the Senate Agriculture Com­ 
mittee asserting that the impact 
of preparedness on the c o u n ­ 
try’s agriculture will be worse 
than it was in World War ll.

THERE IS ANOTHER bit of 
news that has made the prob­ 
lem of farm labor even 
more 
deceptive, observers say. Farm­ 
ers are told that the country will 
not have nearly so large an arm­ 
ed force as it did in the last war.

very encouraging prospects for
